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The Motor Truck 
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Effect on Farming 
* bad os 
Moving Crops 
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Odds and Ends 











NE effect of the growing importance of the motor truck 
hauling industry is that it has practically put out of 
business the farmers’ co-operative marketing associations in 
Michigan.’ The wholesale produce houses were in a strong 
position ten years ago; today they are not the strong factor 
in the distribution situation that they once were. Ten years 
ago, for example, practically all the poultry in Detroit was 
brought to the metropolis by train; now it comes by indi- 
vidual trucks, and instead of being distributed through the 
commission houses, it is being delivered to the back door of 
the individual consumer. The trucker makes his bargain 
wih the buyer. 

Twice as much poultry is being brought into Detroit by 
ti: uck today as there was a year ago, and the tonnage is esti- 
mated to be quite five or six times as great as it was five 
years ago. ai 

About five years ago the Michigan State Farm Bureau 
opened a co-operative produce exchange in Detroit. It is 
doing a growing business, because of the greatly increased 
market, but it finds it increasingly difficult to sell its wares. 
Charles L. Brody, the exchange’s genera] manager, says 
that it is not unusual to travel twenty-seven miles to dis- 
tribute a truckload of chickens, where formerly they were 
disposed of in two miles of travel. At many places, the visit 
had been anticipated by individual truckers—and no sale 
could be made.

HE motor truck reaches every industry of the state. 
Estimates are that half of the grape crop of southwest- 
ern Michigan was moved to market by motor truck this year. 
(In the sunny Southwest the optimist lives and continues to 
grow grapes, on the chance that he can sell them—for grape 
iuice and grape jelly, belike.) 

In Berrien county alone it is estimated that more than 
1,225,000 packages were truck-hauled, over a six weeks’ 
period. The grapes were sold in destinations like Detroit, 
Chicago and Indianapolis nad were even shipped to points 
in Wisconsin. They were also sold in centers like Flint, Sagi- 
naw, Bay City, Lansing and Jackson—industrial cities, 
where the foreign-born worker simply must have his grape 
jelly. 
ot Perhaps 3,000 carloads of grapes were moved from 
Berrien and Van Buren counties together by boat and by 
rail, but it is estimated that trucks moved as much as the two 
older methods of transportation put together. 

It is significant that the grape shipments in 1926 were 
only half those of 1922, a year in which the crop was fairly 
comparable to that of 1926.

Washington, Nov. 30.—Compar- 
ing October employment figures 
with September, the automobile 
‘f{ndustry ranks fourth in the Hist 
of fifty-four industries as showing 
the greatest decrease of employees, 
it was revealed today by the No- 
vember industrial survey an- 
nounced by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the Department of 
Labor. 

In the order named they are as 
follows: Carriage industry, 11.2 
per cent; decrease; ice cream, 7.7 | 
per cent.; brick, 4 per cent. and 
automobile industry, 3.8 per cent.
